Inquiry Authorities to conduct enquiry into the charges framed against the officers as 
mentioned above. They are directed to continue the regular enquiry process already 
initiated, pursuant to the G.Os ‘st to 12" cited in the concerned cases and shall submit 
the inquiry reports to Government within a period of two months from the date of receipt 
of this order with his own attestation in duplicate. 


o. The Presenting officers already appointed in the respective cases shall continue, 
as ordered earlier.
